The  most  pic  as ini  feature  to  note  in  the  vital  statistics 
is  the  absence  .n?  de  ths  in  any  infant  under  the  age  of  one  year 
This  has  occurred  only  once  before  in  1950.  Then,  have  indeed 
been  only  three  such  deaths  in  the  last  four  years.  With  a  live 
Birth  rate  of  almost  100  per  year,  this  is  a  most  satisfactory 
result  and  compares  most  favourably  with  previous  years.  In  the 
years  1930/40,  the  average  number  of  infant  deaths  per  "•'ear  -as 
four. 


The  death  rate  gives  a  most  untrue  picture  as  the  deaths 
of  many  non-residents  occurr  in  the  wards  of  Cranford  Lodge 
and  are  recorded  as  occurring  in  Knut  ford.  Whilst  this  situation, 
would  rot  effect  the  death  rate  in  large  cities,  with  their  lar.pe 
numbers,  it  means  thet  with  the  small  population  of  6, 8 05  in  Knut - 
eford  an  additional  82  deaths  puts  the  rate  completely  out  of 
perspective,  giving  a  sote  of  21.6  c ompnre d  with  thu  real  r.eco  of 

io.4.

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year 


the  house  refuse  collection  was 


re -organised  and  a  weekly  collection  instituted.  To  enalle  this 
to  be  done  the  Highways  vehicle  was  used  on  a  part  tine  basis  but 
as  this  is  an  open  truck  it  is  hoped  to  replace  it  in  the  near 
future  with  a  more  suitable  vehicle.  The  3  &  D  Freighter  still 
continues  to  give  satisfactory  service  but  is  now  six  years  old 
and  will  re  uire  replacement  in  the  new  year. 

The  access  and  site  works  at  the  Shawheath  T‘ix>  were  completed 
in  January  and  thi  tip  put  into  operation.  This  Tip  is  more  con¬ 
veniently  situated  and  will  result  in  a  saving  of  travelling  time 
to  and  from  the  tip. 

Sufacing  and  levelling  lias  been  carried  out  at  the  old  tip  site 
in  Be gear  man* s  Lane ,  over  200  loads  of  soil  having  been  tipped  and 
levelled  with  the  aid  of  a  bull-dozer.  The  Owner,  however,  has 
raised  objection  to  the  finished  state  of  the  tip  and  to  date  it 
has  not  yet  been  handed  back. 

SALVAGE  nliD  KITChLK  WASTE. . 

The  collection  of  waste  paper  and  kitchen  wa  te  was  continued 
during  the  year  but  in  view  of  the  neatly  reduced  value  of  waste 
paper  it’s  collection  was  carried  out  on  a  reduced  scale  and  from 
the  figures  given  below  it  will  be  se.n  that  the  amount  and  value 
of  waste  paper  collected  is  considerably  below  t'  at  of  the  previous 
ye  ar .

All  the  sewerage  from  the  Urban  District,  with  the  exception  of 
a  small  area  hast  of  King  Street  which  is  pumped  through  a  rising 
main  into  the  King  Street  sewer,  is  carried  by  gravitating  sewers  to 
the  disposal  works  situated  on  the  bank  of  the  Birkin  Brook  on  the 
North  East  Boundary  of  the  town.

The  six  monthly  treatments  of  the  sewers  have  been  carried  out 
as  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  &  Fisheries.  «t  the  main¬ 
tenance  treatment  in  March,  infestation  was  observed  in  2  manholes
